Id which deputy sheriffs took part, five 
men and one woman wore killed Kight 
peraoaa were wounded, several ao seri- 
oucly that they will die. 

The killed are: Kavier L. Rogg;, 
FYenchman, union miner; Frank Co- 
burn, white, Kon of fx-Shf iiff ("oburn; 
tbree unkno)wn negro miners and one 
necro wonuMi. 

The wounded are: William Kuhn, 
proprietor of the Klondike steam laun- 
dry, shot through both legs; Albert 
Vlckers, white miner, shot in right 
arm; Cyrua Strickler, grocarynaa; 
Ooerfe Olllen, farmer of Rosemund, 
left arm shot off; Clara Felix, servaat 
at the I^arrlson hotel, shot in back, 
(ondition serious; Mrs. Henrietta, 
wife of union miner, right arm shot 
off; Frank Handsworth, delivery boy, 
»hot in head, will die: Henry Stepplno, 

negro miner, shot throu^ body aix 
times, likely to die. 

The trouble resulting in the riot be- 
gu Sunday night, when 100 deputy 
ahertfrs were called out into the Flat- 
ham and Penwell' mining district to 
protect several families of negroes, 
who were endeavoring to load house- 
hold effects preparatory to leaTlng for 
Iwwh, and wm« being prevented by 

negro guards armed with rlflps fur- 
nished by the Pana Coal Coal com- 
pany, who claimed the goods the ne- 
groes were moving were the company's 

The deputlea gqarded the negroes 
while they loaded their goods in wa- 
gons, conveyed them to railroad car-^ 
and parked them for sbipmenL The 
negroes, thalr wivea «pd elMl^vo wera 
then rahrehM to li4l|«nr w^ 
they were fed and cared for by white 
union miners and given protection by 
a guard of 60 deputy sheriffs, it being 
feared that the negroes who did not 
wlah them to leave Pana, would inter- 
fere and attempt forcibly to prevent 
their departure. 

The attempted arrest of Henry 
Stephens, a negro miner, precipitated 
the riot. Stephen la a leader ameog 
the negro nonunion miners. 

He had been parading the streets 
armed with revolvers, defying arrest.

Brook's and Tappan's battalions of 
the Fourteenth infantry, LInke's bat- 
talion of the First Idaho infantry and 
Frain's battalion of the First North 
Dakota Infantry, under General King. 

The flotilla of 20 canoes, towed by 
tugs and conveyed by the gunboats 
Laguna de Bay, Oesto and Nappidan. 
and preceded by the launch containing 
General Lawton and General King, 
moved toward the lake juat as even- 
ing was setting In. It was a truly 
picturesque scene. The men carried 
rations for 10 days, with the lightest 
marching equipment. 

General Lawton's plan was to reach 
Santa Cms on Sunday morning at 
daybreak to capture or destroy any 
rebel gunboats or shipping, to take the 
town and then to scour tho country to 
the south of the lake.

GENERAL BRECKINf^lOGE 

Polota Ont ISIfflcnItIa* In Futara Oot- 
arnmaat of Oaba. 

Washington, April 10. — Inspector 
General Breckinridge, who has Just re- 

tnrnfd from an in.'»pection trip in Cu- 
ba and Po;-.o Uico, in an interview 
says: 

"Since the United States bas been 
In possession of Cuba, the cdndltlon 

;f the island has naturally Improved. 
/ have no id 'a that there is any dan- 
ger of an Insurrection against the 
United States. The minds of the peo- 
ple at this moment are on the question 
of the payment of 13,000,000 to the Cu> 
b;iii insurgents. 

After this bas been settled they will 
bind themselves to a discussion of the 
kind of government Cuba shall have 
after the American troops have been 
withdrawn. There will be no trouble 
from the Cubans as a people during 
military occupation, but I feel sure 
that after our troops are brought home 
there will be disturbancea. 

"We are not going about the matter 
of fitting the Cubans for self-govern- 
ment in the right way. It seems to 
me that the llrst thing we ought to do 
la to have an election by the people 
of a convention to draft a constitution. 
If tiiat constitution Is not satisfactory 
we can set it aside, but we ought to 
find out what tiM fMpIO WT* Willing 
and able to do. 

"As it is the Island is governed by 
Amerlian soldiers. pnfor<-inK Spanish 
laws, on which are grafted Anieritan 
ideas, the result being confusion. 

"Our constitution guarantees every 
man the right to a fair trlnl by a Jury 
of his peers at the place where the 
crime shall have been committed. An 
offender against the IhW tl^ Qaht has 
no such privileges. 

"He is examined by an offlcial, who 
represents what might be compared 
with our grand jury, and if his report 
is niifa\ (u able, the prisoner is brought 
before a judge for examination, who 
certifies him to an apptrilate court. Six 
months have been taken up in these 
operations. Besides, the prisoner may 
lie >( lit for trial far from the point 
where the crime was committed. 

"Unrest pervades Cuba because the 
people have no voice in the govern- 
ment. They know that the Unlteil 
States can not at i)resrnt take the is- 
land, no matter how niucli we would 
like to do so. 1 am ( onfident that if 
a vote were taken in Cuba on a propo- 
sition for annexation to the United 
States it would be adopted by a vote 
of two to one. The Spanish element 
prefer annexation, and many of the 
Cubans also, for they do not know 
after the expiration of the United 
States rule whether 8,000 or 10,000 
former insurgents will rule the island, 
or whether they, the peoijle. will. 

"I have served on the plains many 
yeara, and I found the quickest way 
to unite people was by effecting 
prompt communication. Keeping the 
provinces of Puerto Principe and San- 
tiago de Cuba isolated retards their 
development If, under the terms of 
the Foraker amendment, a railroad 
can not be built, then good roads 
should be built" 

Mr. Rrokar Will TsaSlflr* 

New York. April 10.— The Mazet in- 
vestigating committee lesimied its sil- 
ting for a short session. Mr. Moss an- 
nounced that certain disreputable in- 
dividuals were extorting money upon 
the plea that they bad been engaged 
to serve subpoenas. According to .Mr. 
Moss, their plan wap to withhold tho 
spurious subpoena for a consideration. 
Dr. O'SuUlvan, who representa the city 
departments, after announcing that 
Frank Croker was in court and had 
not been served with a subpoena, cre- 
atin a little stir by adding: "Richard 
Croker 4eslrea me to say that he will 
be at the disposal of this investigating 
committee at any time np to April 18, 
when ho is to sail for Kurope."

The purpose of this article is not to eti- 
logize the Board of Trade, its ofiicera or 
plans, bat to present facts giMnad after 
a thorbogh eanvais, to have reanlta stand 
before our people so they may not hesi- 
tate to assist in tbe great work which has 
but begun. 

Any number of people from tbe sur- 
rounding country were interviewed upon 
»//'/ they came to Maysville yesterday, 
umoug them Mr. Wm. McClelland, of 
Lewisbarg preeinct, Mr. W. J. Bees, of 
the Shannon neighborhood, Mr. O, H.

State Commipaioner of Agriculture 
Moore's report for April, just out, is 
baeeil on letters from lt>l correspondents, 
repreaenting 104 ooantiM. He Mys: 
"The absence of growing weattier during 
the month of March lias left the solution 
oi the fata oi the late wheat to the iu> 
tore. Tha coodition of early wheat ii 
iHI}- l e n ^ied evoeUenl, sad Im • few 
coantiea, where the major portion of the 
crop was sown early, the prospect for a 
full averatte crop is good. Severe freez- 
ing while the soil was saturated has fur- 
ther weakened the vitfility of the plant, 
and were it not for the wonderful recup- 
erative qualitieaao often shown we might 
deapair of receiving any returna from a 
oooaiderable per cent of the acreage. A 
nnoaber of lorreepondentf report that 
the acreage will surely be reduced by 
plowing up and sowiog to other oropa. 

We wonld advipe that ample time be 
given for development before reeorling to 
tbia neaiare. All vegetation is fully one 
month late, and the prospect should be 
judged ai( ordinyly. Heavy rains have 
also damaged the <T>;p, washing gullies in 
the rolling lands and by oveitlowing the 
bottoms. The condition April Ist aver-, 
ages 77 as compared with normal years, a 
lo8« of three pointa aince March lat. The 
average condition on thia date for the 
past three years Iuih been as follows: 
im, lUl ; 18U7, U4 ; IbtHi, 0». The Western 
■eetlon' ahowa the lowest average condi- 
tion, (>(). In the Central section the aver- 
Hge condition is 78; in the iuistern the 
eoadltloa ia 85. The condition in the 
Weatern section has suffered a loaa of 1 
point since March Ist ; the Central • loaa 
of 7 polBli tit the laatim • Um of 3 
poinle. 

"Oat aowing ii hndly began in a ma- 
jority of the conotiea, and for this reason 
no attempt is made at an satimate of the 
aoreage. A few coantiea report about 
oae>half of the acreage sown in the mud. 
Hm barning and aowing of tobacco plant 
beda U liliewlae moeb delayed. Very 
tew growers have plants above ground at 



thia date. Olover hae wintered fairly 

well, a portion of the old olover only being 
frosen out Paaturea have made no 
growth worth naming op to the present. 

"The number of spring lambs, com- 
pared with the number in 18UM, is o7 per 
cent, the loaa being probably the heav- 
iest ever sustained. The absence of the 
usual amount of grazing at this season 
<»iiaea a further loss in condition. The 
(rharacter of the winter has been^ppoaed 
to a thrifty condition of aheep, and the 
lose' of old haa been correapondinnly 
heavy. 

"Owing to the barltward ^aeon the de- 
velopment of fruit buds is not sn lliciently 
advanced to judge accurately the fruit 
proapeote. There appeara tol>eno doubt 
tliat the peach crop will be a total fail- 
ure. Many of the peach trees also are 
dead. The heavy raina and continued 
cloudy weather has been exactly auited 
to enable both fruit and forest trees to 
recover from the effects of the terrible 
freese daring the month of Febroavy."
